In 1863, for instance, the total expense of operating the 
hospital was $6,997.79. The breakdown for the year 1863 is below:

Wages 879477 
Provisions 2036.90 
Stationery 99.65 


Salaries & House Rent 3600.00 
Manufacturing Material 340.82 


$6997.79 


It is estimated that the hospital will spend over $60,000 for 
electricity alone in 1962. Times have changed, haven't they?
